It was Afshor tribesman N a d i r 
Kuli who expelled the Afghans 
from Persia in 1729, battled the 
T u r k s to defeat, and recovered 
Persia's pr ovi nces from Russia. 
Thirsting for v e n g e a n c e on the 
Afghons, Kuli then supervised the 
construction of a fortified wall 
around the Afghan stronghold of 
Kandashar.
